HREE hitherto carefully guarded 

i secrets about the close work- 
: ing arrangement between the 
British and United States Navies 
were disclosed last night in 
Washington, They are:— 

1, The British  aircraft-carrier, 
H.M.S. Victorious, “ Lease Lent ”’ 
with full personnel to the Americans 
when the United States Navy was 
short of carriers, has been leading 
a task force in the Pacific for six 
months; 

2. Famous United States naval 
‘planes are now being used success- 
fully by the British Fleet air arm— 
the Tarpon, a heavy torpedo-bomber, 
and the Corsair and Hellcast, two of 
the latest single-engine fighters ; 

3. A great many British Fleet air 
arm pilots, now being trained in the 
United States to use these new 
‘planes, are returning to Britain 
completely ready for operational 
duties. 

The Commander of the Victorious, 
Captain L. M. Mackintosh, said his 
ship was the broadest ever to go 
through the locks of the Panama 
Canal. “ We almost had to use a 
shoe-horn. to get-through,’\—he said. 
Speaking of his experiences of 
Japanese air pilots, he stated: “I 
think the Japanese. will be very 
sorry that they ever came in against 
America. The impression got 
before leaving the Pacific was that 
the skill and quality of the air pilots 
in the Japanese Fleet had fallen off 
a great deal since the beginning of 
the war. I think the cream of them 
had been killed.”’ 


NEW OFFENSIVE 


The British Military Mission, 
headed by Major-General Letheridge, 
arrived in Sydney yesterday from 
New Zealand. General Letheridge, 
reviewing the coming offensive 
against Japan, said: “When the 
time comes for Britain to. turn her 
attention from knocking out Ger- 
many to knocking out Japan it may 
be discovered that we have a few 
nasty surprises that will give them 
something to think about.’’ 

Japanese forces, trapped at Satel- 
berg, in the Finschafen area of New 
Guinea, are trying to break through 
to the coast, Reuter’s* Special Cor- 
respondent cables from Allied H.Q. 
in the Pacific. All their frontal at- 
tacks have heen repulsed, he states,

Derelict Houses 


Act Needs 
Amendment 


The pulling down of derelict build- 
ings, urged by several members at 
the Irish Tourist Association annual 
meeting this week, is almost impos- 
sible under the limted powers pos- 
sessed by local authorities. 

Mr. Michael Brennan, of the Ros- 
common County Council, the new 
chairman of the Association, told an 
Irish Times reporter that the Act 
giving local authorities power in this 
matter had remained almost a dead 
letter. A local Council could order 
the owner of a derelict building to 
have it pulled down, but if the owner 
refused the only action open to the 
Council was to purchase the site. 
This was very seldom possible, 
because the avetage owner tended to 
look for a price as high as if the 
site had been occupied by valuable 
buildings. 

If he did not like the price offered 

by the Council he had a right of 
appeal. to the courts. Naturally a 
Council did not want to involve 
the ratepayers in legal expenses, 
especially if at the end of the pro- 
ceedings it found itself in possession 
of a site which it had little hope of 
reselling. 
_ The only way to remove the dere- 
lict buildings, Mr. Brennan holds, is 
to give the Councils power to act 
without the necessity of purchasing 
the sites.

Federation 
to Prepare 
Hotels Plan 


HE draft scheme for registra- 

tion of hotels is to be prepared 
by the Hotelkeepers’ Federation. 
This was announced by Mr. J. P. 
O’Brien, Head of the Irish Tourist 
Board, at a meeting with hotel- 
keepers, at which he explained the 
purpose of the scheme, the first 
part of which will be registration 
alone without grading. 

It is expected that the register will 
be ready for next summer. 

Registration will be obligatory on 
all hotels and boarding-houses, but 
a differentiation will be made between 
the seaside boarding-house that exists 
for the accommodation of tourists 
and the boarding-houses in towns 
which give permanent residence to 
workers. The former type probably 
will be classified as guest houses, 
while the latter type, though they 
may be technically within the terms 
of the Act, in practice will be left 
alone by the Tourist Board. The 
first part of the work of registration 
will be easy, because the I.T.A. for 
the last fifteen years has prepared 
each year its own register of hotels. 
This list last year numbered about 
1,200, and for each hotel the prices 
charged for accommodation and 
meals were given. 


BOARD’S POWERS 


The difference between the new 
register and the I.T.A. list will be 
that the Board will have power to 
suspend or cancel a hotel’s registra- 
tion for exceeding its published 
charges, whereas the I.T.A. had no 
disciplinary powers. 

A leading Dublin hotel-keeper, 
who was present at the meeting 
with Mr. O’Brien, said that those 
present seemed to welcome the 
scheme, most of them feeling that 
it was overdue, and that, if 
properly worked, it would confer 
great benefit on all good hotels. 
It would also, he said, help the 
Hotel-keepers’ Federation, as it 
would tend to bring into that body 
the many hotels at present outside 
it. These would now realise the 
importance of belonging to a voca- 
tional body to represent their 
interests in discussions with the 
Tourist Board.

RIMINAL proceedings have 
E: been started by the Attorney- 
General following the death 
of James Styles, labourer, of Clon- 
dalkin, who died at home on Septem- 
ber 8th, with a dressing containing 
arsenic on his chest. 
his body was

Coroner (Dr. J. P. Brennan) and a 
jury at Londonbridge Road Morgue 
yesterday. Mr. R. F. McLoughlin, 
S.C., announced the Attorney- 
General’s decision to prosecute for 
manslaughter. 

Mrs. Gertrude Styles said that her 
husband fell from a ladder six years 
ago, and the injuries received had 
always given him trouble since, Five 
months ago he started work again, 
but, had to give it up. On August 
26th he went to Hacketstown, Co. 
Carlow. When he came back he had 
a white powder, which he made into 
a plaster with egg-white and laid on 
his chest. It remained there until 
he died. There was not much 
powder, and her husband used it all. 
Professor M. H. O’Connor, Pro- 
fessor of Pathology, Royal College of 
Surgeons, who performed a _ post- 
mortem examination on Styles, said 
that he had received a report from 
the State Analyst which stated that 
there were about 300 milligrammes of 
arsenic (4.7 grains) in the dressing. 
The man’s body had absorbed ó0 
milligrammes. This would have 
accelerated his death, because he was 
already debilitated by a malignant 
tumour. The tumor was sarcoma, 
more malignant than cancer. He 
could not say if the arsenic had 
entered the chest recently.

Travelling Expenses 


for Committee Men 


The text of the Agricultural 
(Amendment) Pill issued last night 
provides that payment of: the 
travelling , expenses ordinarily in- 
curred shall be provided for mem- 
bers of County Committees: of Agri- 
culture as from June Wth of this 
year, provided that the member has 
to travel more than five miles from 
his residence to the meeting. In 
case of fraudulent claims followed 
by conviction in the courts the 
member will be disqualified from 
membership of the committee or 
membership of any body under the 
Local Government Acts. 

The same qualifications shall 
apply to members of a County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture as applies to 
membership of local bodies. For 
instance, a member cannot be a 
contractor to the Committee, but a 
member is enitled to benefit in the 
ordinary way from _ agricultural 
schemes administered through the 
committee. Committees which 
neglect to perform their duties may 
be dissolved by the Minister.

Heavy raids were aimed at German 
strategic communications on a line 
starting 80 miles north of Rome and 
stretching across Italy and_ the 
Adriatic to Skoplje in Yugoslavia.

Striking 55 miles north-west of 
Rome, Marauders scored direct hits 
on the important Acquapendente 
road bridge west of Orvieto.

Admiral Sir R. 
Hall Dead 


Admiral Sir Reginald Hall, known 
as ‘‘The Wizard of Whitehall,’’ as 
head of the British Naval Intel- 
ligence during the last war, died in 
London last night, aged 73. It was 
Admiral Hall who was responsible 
for the capture of Von Rintelen, who 
was said to be Germany’s master 
spy, in the United States, and it 
was the Admiral’s false message 
that lured Von Spee’s squadron to 
its destruction at the battle of the 
the Falklands. 

Von Rintelen, who was a Lieut..- 
Commander in the German Navy in 
1915, was said to have organised 
sabotage at American ports and tried 
to stir up labour troubles in attempts 
to prevent shipment of munitions to 
the Allies. ravelling in a Dutch 
ship, under a Swiss name, he was 
captured by the British Navy off 
Ramsgate and handed over to the 
Americans. In later years Sir 
Reginald became a friend of his 
former foe, and in 1939 pleaded for 
him before an aliens’ tribunal. Von 
Rintelen, however, was later 
interned.
